From tbence(baning weyedovr Ancho2) with a mer- 
rie gale we ſailed towardes our defiredplacetothe coun- 
frey of Guiana: but nuſling of our expectation, dete be- 
gan the firſt ſcene of our en/w/ng mtiſeries: to whether 
it was cur aſter want of knowledge that we fell not 
with the p2efired plate, oʒ that the cut rent whichour mas

women came derte leidom: vnto vs, foz they ate veris 


iealous oner them. Onte oꝛ twice there came ſome wo- 
men with them , vato whome wee gaue chirts to couer 
their nakedneſſe, whereot they ſeemed pzond : Tbeit ans 


tient women are verie vgly , by reaſon of their ſide 


b:eaſtes, which dooth lie like emptie dagges: but thoſe 
which haue not gluenfucke , are well p2poztioned and 
p20per. 


Allo we bad a et, with the which wee would get 
by one dzaught as many uch of digerſe ſozts, as would 
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ferue all our companie a dap. 


Alittle befo2e our arrtuall, thzee tpanith ps were 
taſt away , and much ofthe goddes theſe Indians had 
ſaved With their Boats, and hid it in the Woods, 
they had ſomuch Koancloath, that all theic Periagoes 
had fayles thereot. They alis had great log of tuffe, 
Sirge,and fopanich woollen cloath, cloakes and appa- 
rell: inſomuch that tt we had had a Barks of foꝛtie tuns 
burthen, wee could hane loaden her home with ſuch 
commonities as would hane made a ſaving vopage. All 
which we could hane banght fo; hatchets,kntucs, beads, 
fich-bookes,and thimbles, with other triſles. 
Thns foz the ſpace of fine oz firs Weekes, wee went 
not much abzoade,but cut downs the Woods about out 


houſes euerie dap, and mounted our great Peece vp- 


on bzoade Tables, which wes our ſelnes bad ſawne, 
loaſt the Carrcbycs ſhould at any time aſſault vs. 

Doone — this , there came onother Captaine 
from sint Vincent, called Augraumart, which was 
bzother ts Anthono , who was offended with him fo; 
ſclting the houſes vn :o vs: foz the which cauſe Anthonio 
bid vs kill him, and tolde vs bee purpoſed to bzingtwelue 
Periagoes loaden with Carrebyesto kill vs, but wee 
found this Augraumart verie kinde vnto vs, and was 
willing to doe, oz tell vs any thing wee deſired him, foz 
hetaugot vs to make a Grater, which be made of ſmall 
ſharp*flint Cones beaten into a bzoade boozd to grate

ling of great fiſhes and Turtles. 3 offcedto buy ſome of 
them, but they refaſed and would not, neither would they 
looke of any commoditie we had, which made vs much 
waruell:foz befoze that time they never denied vs: ſo we 
departed,4by the way we light of a narrow path where- 
in we tranell:dalfttle, and all along the wap did growe 
aboundance of Sulaua trees, whoſefraitis as big as 
an Apple, and verſe pleaſant toeate: the greene ones ate 
Wwholeſomefoz the bloodieflire.  _ 

Wee had nat trauapled a ile , but wee entered 
downe by a Thicket into à moſt pleaſant.

At nigdt fire of our men went to ſecke fo; Tur⸗ 
tles, and founde two verie great ones, but conſd not 
wing them dome. Foz when they had turned — 
on their backes , it beganne to raine, ihunder, and 
lighten ſo ertreamlp, that they dad much a dot to get 
home themſetaes, and ſo it continues ell night, with 
the moſte hozrivleft thunder · claps that ener J yeard, 
with lightning and raine as light 8s day, which 
catiſed vs to awake , and after pꝛapers fo fit all mtght 
by great e Fiers , dzinking of Tobacc , with extre 
o2dinarie mp2th amongeſt our 1elues , littit loʒe⸗ 
ſeeing the daunger that befell to vs the next day. 
Earely the next ning, wee went to bꝛing home 
dur Turtles, and there wee founde a great number

focarry of Caſſada, Potatos g Plantons, and cryed vnto

{ fozceably Zranne againſt the Rockes, and there ſplit 
our Boate to the very middeſt, and all our men tur- 
ned out, J onely hoſding theVelme , thinking the next 
Waue would heane her oucr the Roekes, not knowing 
her to ber ſplit. 

But the Bzeach twas fo great, that it turned ma bn⸗ 
der, putting mee in great danger to bee grated to pees 
ces — ber weyght abone mee againſt the great 
Roc And at the laſt, wee allrecouered our ſelues, 
ſome ſitting vpon great Rockes, others on the rotes 
of great Tres, thpnking there to ſaue our ſelues tyll 
the mozning: And 3 finding a long Poale which fell 
out al our Beate, oke it and aſked if any would ven- 
ture to the ſhoare with mie: which Francis Brace pers 
ceyuing, foke the other ende: o we two waded ta 
the Land, and then the reſt ail followed, and ſome 
bzought Perrywinckles in their bandes, and bzoke 
them out of the Helles and did eaſe them rawe; then 
tu ry one cryed out foz frech Water. o William 
Pickes and my lelfe went to ſeeke 1e water: but we 
bad not gone halle an heute, but wee came to our Fel- 
lowes agayne, without finding ot any Water to com⸗ 
tozt vs withall, Wo, the place where we landed, po-

Thus not knowing what conrle to take to ſaue 
our lines fm famine,one Myles Pet, William Pickes, 
and my ſelſe went and haled the Boat out ofthe rockes 
tothe ſhoze, which was ſplit to the very midſt, and ſo far 
with dur \wozds we cut off, q put in a head in the midſt, 
and faſtned it with our Daggers, Anines, and Bodkins, 
ſcopping all the leakes with our ſhirtes. 
Bo fiue of our company vente red in her tothe mains 
land, their names were Myles Pett, William Kettlebie, 
William Pickes, Francis Brace, and William Butcher, 
leaning Richard Garrard, Philip Glaſcocke, Tobn Cox- 
ford and mp ſelſe with the reſt in this hungry and deſo- ⸗ 
late 3fland, Andatlaſt it pleaſed God to bzing them 
to the maine land: they haled their Boate along the 
ſhoze, croſſing many great riuers, whertn they were pur⸗ 
ſued by diners deuouring Serpents of the Dea, as the 
Alligortos, who are of ſuch fegte, that they will pull a 
bozle vnder water and dcuour him, and will trauell moze 
then two leagues from the water to (&ke their pzares: 
And alſo that greedp Sharke, who hath thze rankes of 
—— a like a ſaw, and will bite off a maus thigh at one 

natcy. | 

Pet God pzeſerued them miraculouſly : And when 
they were like to gine ouer travelling, being in deſpaire 
foz euer to find any Spaniards fe} to ſuccour them with 
fode,God pittying their eſtates, guided them to a place 
where they found a great Carthen pot full of wheat A pot

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_ Nhoſging their weakeneſle fo) want of vidual, vn- 
loaded their beaſts to ſeed on the graſſe, whileſt they feb 
our hungty men with plentie of their god cheare, ſhew⸗ 
ing them great courteſte, ſuffering them to kide, 4 went 
themſclnes afwote t wo oz the dayes, till thep came to a 
towne of ciulll Indians, called I ocoya, where they ſtays 
ed torclreth them. 

And there they let the Spaniards knaw in what mi- 
lerable caſe thep left vs in a deſolate Iſland, where wee 
indured tee greate ſt mtlery that euer men did and liue: 
foz wee continued fiiteene dayes, hauing na kinde of 
meat bat Pertwinckles o Whelkes, Tobacco, e Salt 
watcr,lp}ich did nothing at all nouriſh vs: pet it toke 
away the delire of hunger, and laue dvs from eating one 
another. : | | 

In that üftene daes flue of our companſe pincd fo 
death foz hunger: Their names were lohn Perkins, 
Ed ward Greene, Icrome Swaſh, Thomas Stubs, and an 
olde man called lohn. Tobacco was the chicte fd J 
found to do me god, and did pzeſerue mp lyſe, and thoſe 
which could take it downe, did kepe ſtrongeſt, but thoſe 
which could not take it at all, died firſt, 

By noting one 02 two of our men to die, wee knewe 
when any ol vs dꝛewe netre our death, wich was, firſt 
the would ſwell verp bigge, and after,fall to the very 
bones, and then wanting natural ſtrength in their backs 
to hold vp their head es, it would fall downe and dzoupe 
in there bolomes, and within twelue honres alter ther

b:ought tefoze the Goucracur, and by a Flemming 
which cold ſpeake a littie Engliſh, Which dad ban p2p- 


ſoner there fixtane peres, we were cxammed of the canſe - 


of our comming on that coaſt u ho cxcuſev vs very well, 
foz be knt w, that if we tente led whither wee were deter⸗ 
wined to goe meaning Guiana, they would ey ther haue 
put vt to death, oʒ condemned vs ſo the Calltes to rewe. 
Bul he toldthem, that wee ncurr purpoſed to come into 
the Eieſt Indies, but that we were by miſfoztune and 
dempe ſt dztucn on that coaſt, and told them of all the nif- 
leries and dangers we had indured andeſcaped, which 
d;zouc them into great admiratio,ſaping we were tculls 
and not men. And the Fleming told vs, the fatters of 
their churches ſaid, that if we had bæne god Cbaiſlians, 
we deſerued to be canonized foz Saints: but in regard 
we were Lutherans, it was moze by the devils mtanes, 
then by [hr pꝛouidence of God wee elcaped thole dans 
E 2 gers. 
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Do all the chte le of the Towne g tbere, euery man 


was deſſ tous ta take one at vs, did notchſe b: like 
papſoners, but were 288 or their owne 


Ad welt ( wboſe name was Franciſco Lopus) hauing god 
ſkill in Phiũcke, came daily to my chamber, ę there let 
mee blod, purged, and dieted me, giulng bis daughter 
in charge not to let me want any thing, by whoſe cour- 
teous and tender vlage, it pleaſed God toreſloze mt to 
my health and trength againe. There in Coro two ol 
vs died, who was Thomas Fletcher, (hee was ſeruant to 
a ulke man at the ſigne of the Angell in Cheapſide) and 
one Foulke lones a ſhomaker. 

In Coro eleuen of vs remapned allut, beyng all that 


wasg lett of thz& ſcoze and ſeuen, (oz the ſpace of fine 


moneths, euer dap going to one another when we plea- 
ſed, and often riding into the Countrep, Where the In- 
dians foke great delight in our company:foz at ourcom- 
ming they wonld pꝛouide all kind of delicious fraites, 
which were in molti abundance in thatcountiey,and kil 
Deere, and wild Pozks foz vs, 4 would bzing vs Apes, 
Munckpes, Parrats, and ary thing that they thought 
wee delighted in. 

Che Ccuntrey there about Coro doth pecld aboun- 
dance. of Suger, Yonp, Ginger and Pitch: Allo, thep 
baue verp god Wheat growing there, but their Bꝛead 
is altogether made of laiz, of þ which they baue great 
plenty:foz they reape foure times a peare . This Maiz, 
they do wake it with the iupce of &uger-Canes, which 
makes it an excellent kinde of Bzead,and it will k@ps 
_ as | Biſket » Alſo thep make their dzinke 1 5 
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childzen, not ſutfering vs to want any thing that was 
neceſſary foz the pꝛocur ing of out health. 
Puy ſelle bepng extreme ſicke of the Callienturo, one 

Captain Peroſo, who married his daughter with whom 
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Maiz and of Potatos, which is very ſcrong and (wet, 
loz the Indians will quickly be dzancke therewith. 
Abi wee were there, a Spanpard rode into the 
Countrey to a place ofhis (with his Bzother) to make 
Tobacco, where hs had many Indians dwelling : one of 
bis chiefe Iudians ( which vſed to bee fampliar with bim 
took a new Hatchet (which his aſter had bzoght with 
bim) and sſked his Paſter what it coſt, e ſuddenly cloue 
bis headtherewith, which his bzother perceſning, ran fog 
bis Napier, thinking io renenge it: but g; Indian women 
bad toine it away befoze, and ſo they kyld himalſo with 
their Bowes and Arrowes, and thz& oz foure Negros 
Which ſeemed toreſiſt them: And thereupon he fled to the 
FPountapns, gathering a great.company vnto him, pꝛo⸗ 
myſing them, that it they would ayde him agaynT the 
Spanpards in Coro, he would gtue them their Miues 
q daughters in marriage: But befoze they put it in p2a- 
diſe, Captapn Peroſo, by a polpcle , tooke him feaſting 
amongſt his fellowes and women, and take thirty with 
him, and bzougbt all to Coro, where thep were to (uffer 
death with great tozments,to terrifie the ref, not to do 
the lyke : And of ſome, thep cut off their thumbs, and 
cut the ſinewes of their two foze- fingers, whereby fhey 
wantedthe benefit of hating. 

Out entertainment was ſuch, that we could not deſire 
fo part from them, to come into our owne countrep, 
— without offending them: Foz the re being a Frigat at 
Coro,rcbp to go foz Carthagena, fenre of vs madeen- 
treat p foz paiſage, mbich was Philip Glaſcocke, Ri- 
chard Garrard, William Pickes and mp ſelle, all the reſt 
being in the Countrep vpen pleaſare, lame in one place 
and ſome in another, anv when the ip was red to 
depart, our Signiours perſwaded the Gonernour not 
to let vs go, without he had a 2 8

coucred agapne, they pzcached that they ſhould all re⸗ 
pent and become Catholickes ; adding further, that the 
King bad ſent to the Pope, to ſend lcarned men info 
Englend,to teach their Dodrine arigbt. which we well 
pertepued, was onely the fuggcſtion of their Popiſh 
ÞPztefcs,thercby to daue made vs hearken to ther Do⸗ 
atme: pet no!withſtanding all tbeir aliurements 
on bath ubes, our deſire was foz our owne Conn- 
trey : And ſo, thꝛet pzocured meancsfo2togo.,

fatd, that foure was too man to venter in the whip, 
was aide.

So, al out the laſt of Apgill, Philip Glaſcocke , u- 
chard Garrerd, and my lelte. tooke out [eaves te depart, 
teauing all, with whom we dW2lt , dere lozy; who gaue 
vs great ſtoze of pzouifioa foz our paTage, and wept, 
as though ticp had parted from their owne bzethzen 
and Chiidzen, |

Alto, thcre were thz& Englichmen who ſcrued as 
Marrpners in the King of Spe pnes Gallicunes of 
Plate, who after that they were at Sea, were by a 
very great tempeſt of weather dzynen backe agayne 
to Catthagena, in great danger fo be ſuncke: ſoʒ ſhe had 
twelue fote water within her: ſome of them eſcaped to 
the Hauanna, and fius of their moſt richeſt Gallionns 
were in the Shoaldes betwixt Carthagena and the Ha- 
uanna loft : theſe thae Engliſh men did allow vs twelug 
pence a dap, lo long as wee remayned in patfon, 

. Euery Saturday, tho Tenientie doth fit bpon mat-

to death: Yet ſeing God has ſo my3zacalouſly laued vs, 
and that wee had indured ſo many miſeries to ſaveour 

liue s, and that onelp we came to them foz ſucconrand res | 

lefe, they were content to (et vs at libertis. 
Then Franciſco Lopus bzought ds a diſcharge from 
the Souernoz fo the Jayler foz our deliuery out of pax⸗ 
ſon, and bzought vs all thzee to dis owne bonſe, where 
was p;ouided foz euery of vs a ſenerall bedde, ſoz the 
ccuntryis ſo hot, wee cannot lye tut one in a bed, Dur 
ontertainewent was great, and all our ſeruices in plats, 
with great varietteof meates, and all the moft 3 — 
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Indians fruites whatſoeugr, and vet he thought wee 
neuer fared well, without det ſent vs one extraozdis 
nary diſh oz other from dis ownefable. Aliſo many 
Gallants reſozted to his houſe fo play at Cardes, 
who would ſhews themlelues bery liberall bnco vs 
at their winning.
